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M EDICALCARE 
OF RELIEF CASES 
EXCEEDS FUNDS 


The m edical needs of assistance 
recipients in A dam s county during 
November m ore th a n doubled the 
am ount of m oney m ade available by 
the state for paying the p ractitio n ­ 
ers. it was reported following a re ­ 
cent m eeting of th e A dam s County 
H ealing A rts com m ittee. 
Because of th e shortage of funds, 
the physicians, osteopaths, dentists 
and nurses will be paid only 39 per 
cent of their bills for services during 
the m onth to assistance cases. 
In O ctober th e re was not enough 
money to pay th e bills in full but 
84 per cent of the am ounts due 
could bi* paid out of th e state funds 
alloted the county for th a t m onth. 
In Septem ber, th e first m onth the 
Healing Arts group operated, bills 
equalled the $95 sent here by th e 
state. 
There was available only $165 for 
paving Novem ber's bills, w hich had 
been approved by sub-com m ittees 
of the Healing A rts group, totaling 
more th a n $400. 
Approved bills for 
November 
follow: 
D octors’ 
bills, 
$382.90; d en tists’, $8; nurses’, $5.60, 
and p harm acists’, $9.14. 
The bills 
for drugs are paid in full before the 
proportion 
is determ ined 
for th e 
paym ent of the practitioners. 
The O ctober allotm ent was $185 
for Adams county and these bills 
were approved: D octors’ and d en ­ 
tists’, $211.70 and pharm acists’, $7.46 
U nder the present program each 
county is allocated a certain sum 
each m onth by the state D epart­ 
m ent of Public A ssistance. 
W here 
the total bills for a m onth exceed 
the allocation, th e claim s are re ­ 
duced on a percentage basis by the 
county 
H ealing 
A rts 
com m ittee 
which is com posed of rep resen ta­ 
tives of th e professions involved.

p ractitio n er’s 
bills 
are 
re ­ 
viewed by :4ub-com mittees to see 
th a t individual charges for .services 
are not excessive.

JAPS READY TO 
HELP CHINA BAN 
CONCESSIONS 


Meade School Pupils Build 
Church for Christmas Season 


Tokyo, Dec. 22 (AP) — Prem ier 
Prince Fum im aro Konoye declared 
today th a t Ja p an wras prepared to 
help C hina abolish the foreign con­ 
cessions and ex tra-territo riality , the 
system of special privileges enjoyed 
by som e foreigners in C hina for 
nearly a century. 
In a form al statem ent on th e fu ­ 
ture of Japanese-C hine.se relations 
the prem ier concluded: 
“Japan not only respects the 
sovereignty of China hut is pre­ 
pared to give positive considera­ 
tion to the question of the abo­ 
lition of extra-territoriality and 
of concessions and settlements, 
matters which are necessary for 
the full inuependence of China.’’ 
By C hina the prem ier m anifestly 
referred to the state Ja p an a lre a d y 
has announced she expects to em erge 
from her cu rren t conquests, linked 
in a strong political, economic and j 
cultural bloc with Ja p an and her ; 
protectorate, M anchoukuo. 
S uch a state, under Japanese d i­ 
rection, 
is expected

leaders to replace the C hinese gov­ 
ern m en t of G eneralissim o C hiang 
K ai-Shek, which now has its capital
